poſleſied with the ancient , true , Catholike and 
Chriſtian Religto indeed ? In which reſpe& no doubt 
all good Catholikes are farre from conceyuing any 
the leaſt indignation againſt this their Prince , bur are 
excecdingly moued to compaſlionate his former edu- 
cation, which hath ſo much abuſed and altered his 
naturall inclination ; and dodaily offer vp their moſt 
humble and harty prayers to him, in whoſe hands the 
hartof our King 15, that he will youchſafe to incline 


it to kis owne naturall propenſion, againſt the ſway 


of his education ; and much more to perfe it with 


his d1uine grace, without which naturall , good pro- 
penſions arc not ſufficient . And to performe this the 


mole 
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. the late Proclamation, 3 Chap.1, 


more effeually , we are not alittle encouraged and 
incited , by that naturall and accuſtomable clemency 
which he often mentioneth , as the only motiue of 
the fauour and mitigation which he vſeth in this Pro- 
clamation . By which we may eafily conceaue how 
greatand admirable itis ; fnce that it alone was able 
in ſome part to ſtay the force of his indignation con- 
ceiued againſt ys , not only in reſpeR of our religion, 
in which he taketh vs to be deccaued : but alſo of our 
docrine concerning Princes, which he houldeth to be 
deteſtable, and fon in practice ; eſpecially being 
vrged by the humble petition of both the Houſes of 


| Parliament, who craued nothing but the execution 


of his owne lawes againſt ys ; ſo that conſcience, 


| honour and ſafety ſeemed to ſtand againſt ys, 


and only his Maieſties naturall and accuſtomable 
clemency for vs z which notwithſtanding preuailed 


| {o farre 1n our fauour, that wheras the Parliament 


h»mbly moued his Mareſty, that all Cathohikes might 
be ſent home and diſcharged the Citty of London , 
before the creation of the Prince : yet his Maieſty in 
conſideration of ſuch important buſineſſe, as Catho- 
likes might haue concerning their particular eſtates 
in the Tearme following, was contented to giue them 
leaue to ſtay , not only the time of. the creation , but 
welnigh a month longer, euen vntil after the Tearme: 
& the alſo not abſolutely forbidding their returne, but 
only that it ſhould not be , without ſpeciall licence 
had therunto: which we haue good cauſe to hope ma 

be obrained, when wit neceſſity ſhall ſo require. And 
heere is no ſwall occaſion offered vnto vs of hope, that

in this yertue of clemency towards diſtreſſed Catho® 
likes , and the reſt, then in thoſe ample poſſeſſions 
and dominions , to which he was moſt rightfully de- 
clared Heire apparent, at this his creation . For queſtt- 
onleſſe this matter concerning him ſo neerely , if his 
Highneſle had but ſhewed the leaſt diſtaſt or diſhkeat 
the preſence of Catholikes , or any ſmall defire of 
their abſence , his Maieſty would haue condeſcended 
to his deareſt Sonnes requeſt. 

And by this we haue1uſt cauſe to conceyue , that 
ſuch other limitations and reſtrictions of penalties , as 
we find 1n other points of this Proclamation , procee- 
ded from the ſame fountaine of clemency in like 'ma- 
ner; as that Catholikes ſhould haue left them , for 
the neceſſary defence of their houſe and perſons , ſo 
much armour, as by thelawes is preſcribed : And fi- 
nally , that all Prieſts ſhould be baniſhed now this 
third time, rather then any other more ſeuere courſe 
ſhould be taken againſt them .

For the here- 
tikes themſelues , aud ſchiſmatikes , Whether the -y Will or 
no when they [prake not With their ovrae fellowes , but 
Y.th externes , call the Catholike Church nothing «ls 
but Catholike . For they cannot be wnderitood , wnleſſe 
they ſhould diſtinguiſh her by this Name , by Which ſhe is 
denommate 1 of the Whole world . 8 
And 1n this conſiſteth the difference detwixt Ca- 
#holikes and Heretikes, that they are generally of all 
knowne by the Name of Catholikes, and not by any 
other Name taken from any partculer man, place , or 
doctrine ; though ſometime fome ſuch .nvames are im- 
poſed ypon them by divers; heretikes ,. but this 15 al- 
way in ſuch ſort, that thoſe particuler Names are one= 
ly vſed by thoſe heretikes , which invented them , 
when they fpeake of Catholikes among. themielnes,;

CHAP, III. 
That our Religion is truly Ancient & Catholike | 


H E antiquity of our Religion may be pro- 
ued in two manners, as that moſt worthy 


authour of the Three Conuer/ios noteth and ex- 


plicateth atlarge. I will briefly couch both. The firſt | 


proofe may be called negatiue, becauſe it confiſteth 
in ſhewing , that there can no Authour ſince Chriſt 
and his Apoſtles be affigned by whom, no placeat 
which , no time when, any opinion began to be held 
and taught , which we maintayne: and much lefle 
can it be declared , where, or by whome this doarine 
was admitted by degrees, this new authour applau- 
ded and followed, or finally by whom they were im- 
pugned or cotradicted . And this is the more ſtrange, 
becaule the doctrines are many , and of great impor- 
tance, the time of their continuance exceeding long , 
euen by our Aduerſaries confeſſion, and the teachers 
and maintainers both excellent 1n learning, & almoſt 
infinite in number: Yea many of theſes points now 
in controuerly with Proteſtants are of bo nature , 
thatitſeemeth altogeather vnpoſlible,that they ſhould 
euer haue byn broughtin by any humane authority ; 
and muchleſſe without any difficulty or oppoſition at 
all . As forexample, that of confeſſine our ſinnes to 4 
Priest

ico greatand morrtall , ynderpaine of eternall da- 
nation ;and yet this obligation 15 ſo yniuerſall , that

ted from it. And yet all this, as Proteſtants conceyue, 
was done fo inſenhibly , and with ſuch facility , that 
there was not one 1n all the Chiiſtian woild , that 


| oncerepined at it,or made any the leaſt contradiction 
ynto it: no there was not ſo much as one H iſtor1ogra- 


pher , that thought all this mutation, being ſo ſtrange

And the like diſcourſe maketh the ſame Reuerend

and withall diuers ſtrange aud abſurd herehes, which 
the Proteſtants themſelues will not admit : as that a 
Biſhop or Prieſt in deadly finne, doth not order , con- 
ſecrare, nor baptize: and that Ecclefiaſticall Miniſters 
ſhould not haue any temporall poſſeflions, or proprie- 
ty in any thing , but ſhould begge. He condemned 
alſo Jawfull oathes , and taught thatall things came to 

Finally, that « ave 1s NO 
cit]] Magiſtrate, whileſt he is in mortall ſinne : & 
that the people may at their pleaſure , corre Princes, 
when they do offend . And this doarine his fauou- 
rers openly praQited, as the ſame Authour particular- 
ly-declareth: and YVickiifle himſelfe vied ſuch wgling 
about the profeſſion of his fayth , that it ſeemeth ma« 
nifeſt , that he thought 1t lJawfull to diſſemble and e- 
quiuocate n that alſo: which neyther M.Mortop , nor 
any other hath cuer byn able to prouc in any Catho- 
like, as neyther the rebellious docrine, which this 
man holdeth.ſo that in my mind, the Proteſtants haue 
little reaſon to thanke M. James for his paines taken 
(though in vayne) to make Y7ic&/Ffſe an abſolute Pro- 
teſtant, vnleſſe he could firſt cleare himſelfe of theſs 


deteſtable and ſeditious politions, which he will ne-.

- Thelike difference mighteafily be ſhewed,betwixt

1. , becauſe they 
WM, Catholike Religion, as they do now, and 
agreed with them perhaps in ſome few points,though 
thoſe in which they diſagreed were many more: all 
theſe , I ſay , were particuler ſes likewid. , Continu- 
ing but for a ſhort ſpace, extending themſclues but to 
very narrow bounds, hauing alſo gone out and forſa- 


ken the knowne Catholike and vniuerſall Church of 


their times, | 
Neyther 1s the increaſe, which Proteſtants haue 
had ſince Luthers time fo great,that they can any way 
boaſt,as though their Church were now become vni- 
uerſall : for ae began in theſe North-parts , ſo thero 
they haue continued euer fince. 1taly and Spayne re-. 
maine free from this infetion , as likewiſe all Greece, 
Aſia , & Africa , and finally both the 1zazes , and all 
the new found land, which notwithſtanding had bin 
the fitteſt harueſt for them to haue imployed their 
Jabours n , if they had bin true Apoſtles , and Euan= 
geliſts indeed as they fallly preſumed toname them- 
ſelues. But theirerrand was not, as Tertulhan well no- 
ted , to conuert Pagans, but to peruert Chriſtians: by 
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which chey ſhew theſelues to be that Partridge wh2r- rerem. y, 
of the Prophet [eremy ſpeaketh, as S. Au en{line expour- S. Aug, t- 
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deth him , which gathereth thoſe togeac

ſe hath net hatched zthatis to ſay, Chriſtians, which —_ oe 
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they ſeduce chiefly-with the!name of Chriſt , finding 
them” allready borne to Chriſt by his Ghoſpell, 

And by thts it appeareth, that though all thoſe Pro- 
winces, which have hnce Luthers coming , bin ſepa- 
rated 1n Religion from vs , were vnited and conioy- 
ned among themſolues ; yet:they were farte from ma- 
king an vnuuerſall Church : and the moſt that they 
could aſſume to themfelues , were theſe Northerne 
parts , as the Donatiſls did in & . Augaſtines time , the 
South parts;alledging for themſelues that place of the 
Canticles , Ybipaſeis , vbicubas in meridie : to whom 
S. Aneuitine repglyed , that others might with much 
better preſumption, alledge that other place out of the 
Plalmes, Mons Syenlutera Aqunilons , cinitas Regus ma= 


£3 : by which Proteſtants may be thus farre encou- 


raged , that they hane more ſcripture for themſelues , 
then the Doxatifts had: but neither of them can excuſe 
themſelues from that moſt true cenſure of the ſame 
Saint, that, in parte bitieant , vt totum perdant, they 

contend Toin a part , that theyToole.the whole. 
But yer this appeareth much more plainly of the 
Proteſtants , if we confider into how many different 
ſecs they are,as 1t were, ſubdiuided among thelelues. 
For 1n theſe Northerne Countreys , which they poſ- 
ſeſſe, there be Anabaptiſts , Lutherans , Zuinzelians, & 
Caluiniits. And yet againe among the Lutherans ſome 
be rigzde, and fome be ſoft Lutheraxs ; neuter do all 
the rigide agree among themſehues , euen in the mat- 
ters of chieteſt moment, and which pertayne to the 
foundation of fayth , to vſe their owne words. Ney= 
ther 15 the diſſention among the CaluiniHs any leſle , 
who are deuided into Libertines , Engliſh ProteHants, 
Puts 


Puritans ; Broivnifts, and Familifts , to omit the Tri- 
nitarians ,and new Samoſatenes , from which all the 
other ſorts do more openly diſclayme . And alſo to 
paſſe oner 1n filence that there be many other petty 
diuiftons , neyther ſo well knowne, nor fo famous : 
& we lee by experience in our owne Cotitrey, which 
1s very likely tobe fo in others alſo, that ſcarce any 
man 1s able to give any certayne rule of his fayth , of 
which if they be demaunded,they will ſticke neyther 
to Luther , nor Caluin , nor any of the reſt , bur will 
fly vnto the Scripture, as they themſelueg vnderſtand 
it, whichis in effe& to verify that prouerbe even in 
this matter of fayth, that there be not more men, then 
minds, and variety of opinions : which asin it ſelfe, 
it i5 a moſt lamentable caſe , ſoit manifeſtly conuin- 
ceth , that Proteſtaniſme 15 more neere to be no Reli- 
ion at all, then to haue any ſhew or probability of 
hain the Catholike and vniuerſall Church,

cauſe ypon theſe foundations our whole profeſſion 8& 
proceeding 1s 1n great part built and ereted, Wher- 
fore they being thus ſurely and firme!y layd; we muſt 
yery dilzgently endeauour and procure, that all the 
refidue of our building may be proportionable and 
conformable vnto them ; which we ſhall vadoubted- 
ly performe , ſo long , as not only 1n our doarine we 
ollow the dire&10n of our holy mother the Catholike 
Church, but alſo in our hfe and conuerſation we pra- 
fice that , which ſhe hath taughtvs. Heere then we 
are to ſtay our ſelues 1n all particuler controuerſies , & 
queſtions, asin the firmament and paullar of truth ; 
of her weare to learne what Bookes belong to Cano- 
nicall Scripture , and what to pars : what 
Tranſlations are to be admitted , what to be reieted , 
which interpretations are certaine , which doubtfull, 
which probable , and which improbable : which or- 


"Tthodoxall, and which hereticall , erroneous , or te- 
merarious . And by this meanes thoſe vaine bragges 
and vauntes of boaſting Heretikes will ſeeme, as they 
are indeed , ridiculous and moſt abſurd : by which 
they are not aſhamed to take vpon them , to afligne, 

L tranl- 
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tranſlate , or expound the Scripture better then all an- 
tiquity, & the whole Catholike & vniuerſall Church 
of all ages fince Chriſt and his Apoſtles time : Wher- 
as notwithſtanding they would give the world tovn- 
derſtand , that the Scripture is wholy for them , and 
againſt vs . But they ſhould produce any booke, chap- 
ter, text, verſe , word, or fillable of Scripture denyed 
by vs: we only deny their new glofſes, fond colle- 
ions , abſurd infereces, or falſe corruprios of Gods 
word , And if this be not true, let them Jay theſe a- 
way , and ſee what place of holy writ doth euident- 
ly conuince vs of any erronr. This offer hath bene 
made them oftner then once of late: but it will be 
long before they will accept of it . They know well 
inough that the Scripture conteyneth nothing con- 
trary to our Catholike fayth , voleſſc it be violently 
drawne & wreſted againſt the true and _ mea- 
ning therof , according to which it hath alway hi- 
therto bene expounded , by the ancient Fathers , and 
the whole conſent of all true Catholike Chriſtians . 

All which, fince they altogether vegle& and gain- 
fay , their many quotations of Scripture ferue to no 0- 
ther purpoſe, but to ſhew their conformity in'this , as 
in thereſt with all ancient Heretikes , whoſe cuſtome 


-4--1t hath alway byn to make an oppofition betwixt the 


Scripture and the Church: and to endeauour to proue 
and teach , that weought to forſake the vniuerſall 8 
ancient faith of the Catholike Church , by alledging 
a thouſand teſtimonies , a thouſand examples, a thou- 
ſand authorities, out of the Law , Apoſtles, and Pro 
phers ; as thatmoſt excellent and worthy Author Yiw- 
centins Lyrinenſis hath admoniſhed ſo long fince. For 
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the late Proclamation, 79 Chap.s. 
which cauſe S. Hierome wiſheth all Searies not to 
fAltter themſelues , though they ſeeme to aftirme that S- Hier.ad- 
which they ſay our of the Scriptures; ſince that the di- wy _—_ 
uell himſelf hath ſpoken ſome things out of them,and Fs Fa =" 
they conſiſt not 1n being Tead, but in being vnder- '6-- Cows 
ſtood ; viz. according to antiquity , and the Chur, © "# 
ches interpretation , to whome our Sauiour hath pro- 
miſed , and conſequently giuen the afliſtance of his 
holy ſpirit to this end .

ſo to be limited, that 1t 1s alway lawfull for Catholike 
DoRours to enter into this conflict of Scriptures alſo,

Bur theſe aſſertions are farre from the Chur- 
ches doctrine , which hath only declared abſolutly fo

& vnnaturall murder of the late French King ſhould 
be laid in ourdiſh, and obieRted againſt vs as a ſuffi- 
cient motiue of procuring this Proclamation againſt all 
Engliſh Catholikes . What connex10n 15 there be- 
twixt France, and Enzland ? Paris, and Londen ? the 
Frenc!: King,and his Maieſty ? Shall Engliſh men be 
puniſhed for the miſdemeanor of all other nations ? 
Ar this proceeding all the world admirech, and none 
more then the French men themſelues, as they haue 
ſt cauſe. For if the impious faR of this wicked my 
ricids 
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ricide did concerne all Catholikes , none ſhould be 
more neerely or deeply touched with it, then thoſe of 
France: which if in their 1udgment were contrary to 
all reaſon ; how much leſle cauſe 15 there, that En- 
gliſh Catholikes ſhould be partakers of this infamous 
reproach?Was not(ſay they)ourKing Catholike? did 
hz not moſt highly fauour and grace them , who are 
moſt hatefull ro Hugonots ? Who hath tortured 8& pu- 
niſhed this malefatour ? Did not the Queene Regent 
with the Peeres and Parliament proceed againſt him ? 
And are not all theſe moſt conſtant vrofeſſed Catho- 
liks? Shall the'crime of one baſe & obſcure Aſſaflinate 
be of more force to accuſe & harme all of his Religis, 
then the contrary vertue of ſo many and fo eminent 
perſonages to excule & prote them ? This & much 
moredo Frenchmen obie& , neyer cealing to admyre 
and wonder at the ſtrange courſes & occaſions taken 
in Enelandagainſt Catholikes: yea many of them by 
theſe meanes begin to looke furtherinto matters, and 
to conceaue that we deſerue more compaſſion, then 
they were aware of 

But leauing them to their owne diſcourſes, let ys 
returne to our {Huw ,and be warned by theſe euents, 
to looke well about vs , and to ſtand ypon our guard. 
We ſce that out of the particuler faults of ſome one, 
or not many Catholikes, Concluſions are drawne 
tothe generall prejudice of the whole cauſe . What 
ſhould I fay heere, but, v4 mundo a ſcandalis ? and woe 
be vnto him , whois the cauſe of ſcandalls: by whs 
Gods name and religion 15 thus blaſphemed and in- 
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be ſolikewiſe . Only fayth is proper to Proteſtants 2 
Catholikes imbrace good works , as part of their Iu- 
ſification . What cauſe can any haue to vadertake 
ſuch a&ions ? Surely I cannot conceaue , vnleſle 
they be caried away with the rumours and outcries of 
our aduerſaries, who will needes beare vein hand , 
that we maintayne ſuch ſcditious doctrines , how 
much ſoeuer we deteſt and condemne them . But will 
any Catholike be ſo careleſſe of his owne ſoule, or 
the common good , that he will belieue our enemies 
in ſuch dangerous and preiudicious affaires, better 
then our ſclues ? This indeed ſeemeth that , which 
they defire and pretend : for we haue no cauſe to per- 
ſwade our ſelues , that they rather tender the ſafety of 
his Maieſty and the Weale-publike , then procure 
the danger & ouerthrow of all Catholikes . It is well 
mough knowne who arc moſt earneſt and violent in 
theſ2 proceedings, euen ſuch as are moſt deſirous and 


intereſied in oarboyles and nonelries : and pom 


thinke it not the ynftteſt courſe to compaſle their de= 


ſiznes if by theſe frequent clamours , and falſe ala- 
rums on the one fide, and by the manifold vexa- 
tions and grienous oppreflions on the other , which 
they dayly labour to lay vpon Catholtkes, they mighe 
driue ſome one more vnſtayed the the reſt , to vnder- 
take ſomedeſperate attempt. But we haue gocd cauſe 
to hope in his Maieſties great Clemency & Wiſdome, 
that he will at leaſt moderate , if not altougeather take 
away the later : and it were likewiſe to be wiſhzd that 
other in authority would gine order for the ſuppreſ- 
{ing and aboliſhing of ſuch (landerous and ſeditious 
Reportesand Pamphlets : at leaſt we will endeauour 

to 
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to declare and publiſh our dorine in this behalfe , to 
preuent all inconueniences, ſo farre as lyeth in our 
power, 

Firſt then we acknowledge his Maieſty to be our 
true and lawfull Prince ,and we moſt faithfully pro- 
miſe him all the Obedience and Allegiance , hich 
can berequired of any loyall and durifull ſubieRes , 
or euzr was perfourmed to any of his moſt renowned 
Predeceſſours. And by this we ſufficiently declare , 
that we hold it altogeather vnlawfull for any to mo- 
kſt his Ma"'* ſtate or gouernment, and much more 


to vie violence to his ſacred Perſon . This 1s the com 


mon and receaued doarine among all Cathokikes , 
who according to the Decree of the Councell of Cox- 


ftance (which 1recited before) do teach, that a Prince 
who hath a 1uſt title , and is lawfully poſſeſſed of his. 


Kingdome and dominions , as we acknowledge his 
Maieſy to be ; though in his gouernmenrt and admi- 
niſtration he ſhould exceed the bounds of 1uſtice , re= 
ſpeRing only his owne priuate commodity , pleaſure 
and gayne, and wholy negletting the good and pro- 
fit of lus Kingdome and Common-wealth , and con- 
ſequently decline to Tyranny , and deſerne the name 
x" x Tyrant ( all which, or any part therof we are far 
from attributing ro our moſt gracious & clement So- 
ueraigne: ) Yet T fay notwithſtanding all this, all 
Catholike Authours agree with one comon conſent, 
that ſuch a Prince ought not by any meanes , ynder 
payne of deadly finne, and euerlaſting damnation , 
to be aſſaulted by any priuate force or fraud . 

In confirmation of which vndoubred and eſta- 


blihe4 doarine, F.Peter Cotton a French Icluite, and 
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the Ordinary preacher to her Maieſty that now is , as 
he was before to that moſt worthy King lately decea- 
ſed, alledgerh twelue very learned and principall Au- 
thours of his owne Society : to omit many other both 
ancient and moderne which haue taught the ſame. 
And this F.Cotton alſo 1s himſelte fo earneſt in the af- 
ſercion of this doctrine, that he ſeuerely cenfureth one 
of hts-own Order, whodeparted-ſomething from this 
comon and receiued concluſion, though he did it very 


. eartully and Taernedly... For hauing explicated his 
2 42% opinion, he concluderh with this acknowledgment z 
that he might be deceanedin it, as a man, and that 


he would, thanke any, 'that ſhould bring berter do- 
Arine or reaſons . And before he had declared , that 
the Prince muſt firſt be warned , and recalled , and if 
he would deſiſt, there were nothing more to be done, 
otherwiſe the body of the Common- wealth ought to 
meet and conſult of the matter, if poflibly this mighe 
be, before whoſe ſentence & determination nothing 
could be iuſtly attempted . And in cafe that the Com- 
mon-wealth could not come togeather, this Authour 
declareth expreſly , that a matter of this importance 1s 
not to be Creed tothe tudgment of any priuate man, 
nor of many ; but the publike voyce of the people 1s 
neceſſary , and the counſaile of graue & learned men 
15 to be taken : All this care being had by this author, 
that nothing might be done rafhly , but with mature 
deliberation . And though he addeth alſo certaine l11- 
matations , concerning the execution afterward , and 
finally ſpeaketh fo fearfully as we haue feene : yer 1s 
this his doctrine vtterly reieted by common conſent 
of all, and he reprehended for it, not only by others, 
| | but 


but by his owne Society ; yea his booke ſuppreſſed, 
not only now lately 1n Paris, but long before. Info 
much as the ſame F.Corton well obſerueth , thatit is 
hardly to be found of any other impreſſion, belides 
that which the heires of Azarev Wechell, who were 
Proteſtants, procured at their coſt and charges. 


And for my own part I can teſtifie, that. I would. 


willingly haue found a Coppy of ſome other impreſli- 
on , that I might haue ſeene , whether theſe charita- 
ble men , and fo carefull of the common good , had 
not added ſomthing of their owne,, as ſome perhaps 
not without cauſe haueſuſpeted:Though,as the ſame 


Father well noteth, it 15 not a matter of any moment 


whether it were {o, or no; for one mans opinion in 
ſuch a matter as this , againſt the torrent of all other 
Catholike doors can haue no probability; nor ought 
to be obieRted againſt Catholikes by Proteſtats, fince 
they would be wy to be dealt withall in the ſame 
meaſure. Forit were an eaſy matter to alleadge nct 
one but many of them , who haue held more dange- 
rous poſitions , not fearefully and reſeruedly , as this 
Authour doth , but moſt impudently and openly af- 
ter their faſhion. And yet it ſeemeth that out of their 
zeale and charity they could haue byn content , not 
only to haue reported that this was the common do- 
Arine of all the [eſuits, but alſo that the wicked Parri- 
cide had byn moued therby , to commit this Diueliſh 
crime . Which if it had byn true, it had byn hard to 
fay , whether the Author of that booke, or the raiſers 
of ſuch a ſlander againſt the whole Order , had byn 


more in fault. For as it had not byn probable, that 


any would haue gone about fo dangerous and foule 
M 2 a mat- 


ee 
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a matter , ypon the opinion of only one fearfull man 3 
eſpecially not obſermng any of theſe circumſtances or 
lmitations , which he requireth - ſo it were hard to 
toſay , how farre the credit & authority of that whole 
Society , ſo much eſteemed both for learning and pie- 
ty ouer all Chriſtendome might preuayle . Arlcaſt it 
is certaine that this whole Society was void of blame, 
fince that they had fo diligently with common cons 
ſent defended the contrary doarine . 

And perhaps in this reſpe&that pnblike demon- 
ſtration made 1n Paris, might very well haue byn ſpa- 
red , or atleaſt deferred : eſpecially ſince it was fo eut- 


dent , that the moſt vnfortunate wretch being oftener . 


then once examined , had proteſted that he was no- 
thing at all moued to this impious attempt by the do-. 
&rine conteined 1n this booke ; yea that he had not ſo 
much latin as to voderſtand it : and on the other fide. 
the Fathers of that Society appeared ſo innocent, and 
altogeather auerted from all fuch courſes ; one of them 
hauing long fince giue him counſaile to reſiſt & defiſt 
from thoſe fond imaginatios, which he poore Wretch 
eſteemed yiſions, but the Father difcretly percemed to 
beilluſions & meere fancies of an 1dle braine ; though 
he could not haue the leaſt ſuſpitio, that ever he would 
fall into any ſo deteſtable and dangerous, as after- 
ward hedid : and another , who was the foreſaid Fa» 
ther Cotton, bringing him to more remorſe and con- 
trition for his heinous offence, then any other , and 
conuincing him out of S. Peter & $.Pauls Epiſtles, that 
theſe glorious Apoſtles could not be the authours and 
perſwaders of ſo heynous a crime , contrary to their 
ownedodrine , by any vift6 or otherwile, as he moſt 
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fondly and impiouſly had perſwaded himſelfe. 
And finally this whole Society had in this great 
Prince loſt not only a King , but alſo a father, and a 
proteRourzſo that(as F.Cor79 writeth)this great blow 
and loſſe was as particuler to them, as it was common 
and generall ro all ; & therfore no meruaile though he 
cryeth out : A/as be ts gone ;, the great Henry i taken 
from vs; and much more to the {ame purpole, And 
therfore in my mind he had reaſon to complaine in 
the beginning, of ſuch as increaſed their aflitions, by 
telling them that the Scripture did forbid any to ſeeth 


a Kidde in the milke of his damme,, to teach vs, as *

Philo expouderth it, that we ought not to ouercharg one..- £ 


with new afflitions, whome we (ce already oppreſſed 
with former moleſtatzons ; which notwaith anding 
he ſemeth not to ſay ſo much in reſpe& of the Parlia- 
went, or the Doctours of Sorboy , who made the De- 
cree againſt the booke , & with whome he fully agre« 
eth : as againſt thoſe who out of hatred or malice , ob- 
ſcrued the fitteſt time, and ved all other diligences, to 
raiſe falſe rumors, and yndeſerued perſecutions againſt 
them. In which their cauſe ſeemeth nor vnlike toours, 
w hoſe calamities proceed not ſo much fr6 publike au- 
thority, as from priuatand particuler ſpighr & ſplene. 

Burt let vs go forward 1n the declaration of our 
Catholike writers opinions in this behalfe ; who ha- 
uving thus reiected and cenſured all attempts againſt a 
lawfull Prince, though his gouernment be tyranni- 
call ; they propoſe another queſtion concerning ſuch 
as are nolawfull Princes, but meere intruders, hauing 
no right or title at all, but vſurping the dominions 
which belong to others, only by maine force, and yn- 
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1ſt warre . And heere they are deuided among them 
ſelues, ſome affirming that it is lawfull for any priuate 
man, tolay violent hands vpon ſuch an yſurper ; bur 
yet with theſe limitations . Firſt that this Prince can

Secondly that greater euills be not likely to ſucceed by 
that courſe , then by his admittance . And laſtly that 


it be not againſt the expreſle will of the Common- 
wealth : which conditions doin a manner induce a 
Rn” denyall. For when can it morally fall ſo out, 


ut that ſome one or other of the will occurre . Wher- 
fore others,and perhaps much better, at leaſt more ſe- 
curely do abſolutely deny , that it 1s lawfull for any 
priuate man to vndertake any ſuchation , againſt a- 
ny tyrant whatſoeuer. And ſurely the Councell of Cg- 


ſtance maketh not theſe diſtintions.Of this opinion 1s 
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CAlphonſus 4 Cairo a moſt earneſt enemy of all hereſy: 
and heretikes ; and LAzorone of the twelue Ieſuites 
before mentioned}, a Spaniard by nation, though he 
lined and dyed in Rome . All which circumſtances 
make this doQrine the more probable . And this later 
Authour goeth forward to declare , that the Edits , 
Sentences , and Commandment of ſuch an yſurper 
ſhould be of validity and force, if the Comon-wealth 
would giue their conſent,at leaſt by ſilence. Likewiſe, 
that the Citrizes of ſuch a Kingdome, might lawfully 
require indgment , and the adminiſtration of iuſtice , 
at ſuch an intruders hands. And finally,that he 1s to be 
obeied by his ſubieRs in all things , which are nor ma- 
nifeſtly againſt equity and 1uſtice ; that is , neither a- 
gainſt the law of God,of nature,of nations , or of the 
Church.

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Now then can any man teach more fanourable & 
moderate doctrine then this? Can any lawfull Prince 
be afraid to be diſubeyed or injured by thoſe , who 
perſwade all obedience and ſubieQtion , cuen to moſt 
wicked Tyrants and Intruders? And that in ſuch fort, 
that to reſiſt them , were as ( as S. Paul ſpeaketh) to 
purchaſe to our ſelues damnation ? Then this 1#the 
docrine of Catholikes, and this ought to be their 
practice; yea I will ad more, that though all Catholike 
Authorsdid agree ( as they do not ) that it were law- 
full to vſe violence to theſe viurpers and Tyrants: yet 
fince none of them do hold that it is abſolutely neceſ(- 
ſary, or that any is obliged to it; none in reaſon ſhould 
aduenture vpon ſuch an ation . For we are not only 
to conſider 1n'our actions, what is lawfull , but what 


expedient, what doth edifice, as S. Paul aduiſeth 8& 


"ph 11 r,Cor. tg« 
exhorteth vs'. We ought to be free fro giving offence u- F 
eyther to Tewes or Gentiles, or to the Ro of God, 


and to pleaſe all men in all things, not ſeeking that 
which 15 profitable to —_ " Dor that Sch is 
profitable to many , that they may be ſaued, as the 

ſame Apoſtle did + It is our Sauijours commandment, Mat. g. 
that we ſhould loue our enemies , & do good to thoſe, 
which hate vs, and pray for thoſe which do perſe-

So that not only they harme themſclues, 
which take ſuch exorbitant courſes , but the whole 
cauſe : howſoeuer they vainely might pretend the

Thus farre $. CAnzultine: with which I will c6- 
clude this whole Chapter. For this I hope will be 1- 
nough alſo to repreſle in inſolent and proud carriage 
which his Maicſtie complayneth to haue byn vſed by 
ſome of vs, eſpecully of late ; which as I'cannot ex- 
cuſe , not knowing the particulers , nor being able ſo 
much as to ſuſpe& what this might be : ſo 1n generall 
I may boldly fy ,thatall informatios ginen in againſt 
Catholikes are not true : and that ſome of them are 
very exorbitant and malicious, as I could particula« 
rize , if need were: and his Maieſtie inks plainly 
know , if his leyſure did permit him to inquire by ex- 
amination of all parties and circumſtances . But fince 
xt hath pleaſed his Maieſtie only to tonch this accuſa- 
tion , I do not hold it neceſlary or conuenient to en- 
ter intoany further diſcourſe of this matter : but to 
leaueitaltogeather to his Maieſties own prudent con- 
fideration and deliberation : which no doubt will ea- 
fily diſcouer to him , that neither we , nor thoſe that 
come to Vs, are to be meaſured by thoſe, which go 
out from ys z who indeed for the moſt part are very 
inſolent & violent : inſomuch that even ſuch as were 
Prieſts are not aſhamed to become open Purſeuantes 
the 
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the reaſon wherof 1s, becauſe they ſeeke for liberty , 

And not religion : which they who come to vs, do 

only & moſt {incerely pretend. And therfore no mer- 

uaile though their ſpirit and carriage, and their whole 

courſe and proceeding be alrogeather oppoſite and 
contrary to that of the former. 


An addition to this Chapter , by occaſion of a nev Pam- 
phlet lately printed in London , and ſext hither from 
thence . 


Js newly ended this Chapter , before the 
time it ſelfe and ſome other buſneſſe would per- 
mit meſo much as to begin another; there is come 
to my hands a Pamphlet out of Enyland bearing this 
title: The Copy of a late Decree of the Sorbone at Paris , 
for the condemning of that impious, and hereticall opinion, 
touching the murthering of Princes , generally mantay - 
ned by the Teſuites,and amon? the reſt of late, by Toannes 
Mariana , a Spaniard &c. In which though there be 
little or nothing of moment, which 1s not already ſuf- 
ficiently confuted in this briefe explication whach I 
haue made of our Catholike Docrine, concernin 

the murthering of Princes in this Chapter:and beſides 
this cage of no authcrity at all , as being 
grounded only vpon falſeſurmiſes and yulgar reports: 
yet haue I thought it notamiſle to examine ſo much 
of it, as may concerne our common caule : bur yet 
tery briefely , as it deſerueth. In which reſpe& I will 


not inſhit vpon ſuch obictions,or rather ſlaunders , 8& 


calummiations, which haue no other proofe, then this 
obſcure fellowes bare aſſertion; which may not with- 
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out iuſt cauſe be deemed to proceed altogeather of ma: 
lice . And therfore I will wholy omit that Nickname, 
which as he ſayth, was giuen to our moſt noble Con- 
trey by the French-men , who called it the Popes Aſſe, 
which notwithſtading may ſeeme to haue proceeded 
either of meere leuity or ſome worſe afte&ion,if not of 
hatred tvour whole-Natis, too much perhaps in their 
opinion fauoured by the Pope, againſt fome of their 
pretences . Likewiſe that which he preſently addeth 
of the polling and pyllage vied by the Reman Colle- 
Rors in Enzland, maketh nothing art all againſt vs, 
vnlefſe he 1magineth that we would go about to de- 
fend all abuſes comatted either by the Popes Officers, 
or by the Popes themſclues. And yet for this particuler 
he may ſee euen by thar bold and plaine ſpeach of the 
Cardinall , which he alleadgeth, ro Pope Innocentire, 
that there neuer wanted eminent perſons in the Court 
of Rome , who had zeale and courage to labour for 
the information of ail ſuch abuſes. And the like may 
be an{wered to thoſe counterfait miracles and reue- 
lations, which he ſuppoſeth, but proueth not, to have 
byn vſed in thoſe dayes. His railing againſt the Prieſts 
and Teſuites now in England, 15 manifeſtly falſe and 
flaunderous, vnleſle he would be vnderſtood of ſuch, 
as have forſaken their former faith, and conformed 
them ſelues to Proteſtants, of which we ſpake a word 
1n the end of this Chapter: and yet though they be ve- 
Ty bad , perhaps it were ſomething with the moſt to 
aftirme ' 19 all in generall zo be wipers of a more detes 
FHable generation , then've ener heard of in this Conmrey, 


or in any other Chrittian Kingdeme or nation in the dates, * 


and times of our forefathers . 


The 
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The obieRion which followeth againſt women , 
3s no leſſe friuolous , then frequent: as their example 
in generall , doth not much commend any religion, 
ſo neither doth it codemne any.They have in all ages 
bin eminently both good and bad. As they are not to 
be preferred before men , ſoare they not to be negle- 
Red , when they are better then men . Who more ye- 
hemently againſt bad women'then TI. Hierome? And 8 Hie.ep. 
agayne, who more converſant and familiar with the _—_— 
ood ? In ſomuch that he was oonſtrayned to write pe wngy « 
whole Apologies 1n their, and his owne defence: and 
to recount the vertuous and admirable women , which 
had bin both among Chriſtians , & Gentiles, & were 
not only mentioned in other hiſtories , but regiſtred 
alſocuen in the old and new Teſtament . Wherfore 
the honorable and vertuous wome 1n our Countrey 
are no diſgrace, but a greatornament to our religion. 
And thoſe which find fault at their conuerſatis with 
| Prieſts, eyther in Confeflion or otherwiſe, for I know 
not what politike conſiderations ( as this man calleth 
them ) perhaps are ſuch, as find themſelues by this 
meanes excluded , from many an idle conference, to 
1 which they are admitted 1n other places. 
Next to women , hecommeth to yong Gentleme, 
as though there were no old, and accuſeth them as be- 
nada of nouelties, becauſe they imbrace the 
Catholike fayth . In which how r1diculous he ſhew- 
eth himſelfe , appeareth ſufficiently by thar which I 
haue ſayd in the beginning of the antiquitie of our 
Religion . Laſtly this furious fellow , accuſeth vs of 
fury and want of patience , wheras all the world will 
teſtify , that our Confeſſours and Martyrs haue ever 
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byn moſt 'patient, and: free from fury . But yet for 
more prayſe of his folly he ſayth,chat the pavaer-trea- 
ſon in Enzlid had many abetters - "The faltity of which 
affirmation 15 made moſt manifeſt , by the great in- 
quiry , that was made after all ſuch, and yet ſcarce 
any could euer be found , but rather there appeared in 
all Catholtkes an exceeding great horrour and dete- 
Ration of the fouleneſle of that fat . He complainech 
alſo that F. Garnet is accounted a Martyr : for which 
he cannot much be blamed , fince that he conceaueth 
the ſecrecy of confeſſion not to be ſo neceſlary , as it 
15 indeed, and Catholikes do teach . But he ſheweth 
no great wit nor diſcretion, by bringing in preſently 
the mention of that ſtrange ſtraw , the fight wherof 
doth ſufficiently diſcouer , that it was not deuiſed ey- 
ther by W:{kinſon jor any other : In witnes wherof I 
willingly remit my ſelfe to thoſe which beheld it , a- 
mong whome there were many Proteſtants better by 
many degrees in enery reſpe&, then this man ſeemeth 
to be.. And in confirmation therof , I can aſſure him, 
that the ſtraw is ſtill forth comming , and the face in 
it as freſhand apparent as it was the firſt day . 

Now then it1s no meruaile , though one Teſuite 
doth write in the defence of another , hauing ſo good 
a cauſe ; nor though the Generall of the Ieſuites doth 
gitie allowance to ſuch alawfull and charitable a&i- 
on . Neyther doth this any way belong to treaſon , 
except it bein the opinion of Proteſtants, who fallly 
ſuppoſe, that many points of Catholike doctrine be 
tray terous aſſercions . As for example, ſuch as are de- 
nyed in the Oath commonly called of Allegiance ; 
in which notwithſtanding there be many clauſes, 


which 
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which no Catholike can admit without domage of 
faith and confciece. Among which this writer ſpecifi< 
eth , that of the depoſition of Princes by the Pope , 'in 

ſome caſes, & forſome cauſes ; and will needs 1oyne 

it with that of the killing and murthering of Princes ; 

becauſe ( as he ſaith) it hath byn ſeldome ſeene, that ſuch 
trayterous ſubicfs , as Were able to depoſe their Soue- 

raignes,did eucr thinke it policy to ſuffer th? to lige:wher 

you ſee neither religion nor conſcience mentioned , 

but only policy by which this man, meaſuring others 

by himſelfe, fuppoſeth Catholikes to be only moued. 

But how falſe th 1s, appeareth ſufficiently cuen by 

the exiples proper to this matter, wherof we ſpeak. For 

in all Kt Princes, which haue byn depoſed by the 

Popes, you ſhall hardly find any , that were killed, fo 

much as in watre: and for-the moſt part all diligece 

was vſed for their reclayming . But this great Scrip- 
turiſt proueth depofition to & an hereſy out of & 
two firſt commandments of the ſecond table : Honour 
thy father , and mother + and , tho ſhalt do no-murdey. 
Now, for that of murthering there hath byn inough 
ſayd : and for the other , we Catholikes take the Pope 
to be the Father of Kings, and the Church their mo- 
ther , rather then the contrary . 

After all this long Preamble, he cometh at length 
to the Decrees of the Vniuerſity and Parliament of 
Paris , againſt the do&rine of murthering Tyrants , 
and F, Mariana his booke : in which he ſayth that the 
Teſuites with their adherents are condemned for here- 
tikes , In whichitis hard to ſay , whether he ſhew- 
eth more 1mpudency , 1gnorance , or malice. For 
tuſt the Doors of Sorboy do only renew an old De- 
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cre2 of theirs , —_— the murthering of Tyrats ; 
which altogeather agreeth with the definition of the 
Councell of Conſtance , which I alledged before; and 
ſhewed that the dorine of Ieſurtes agreed fully ther- 
witch . The booke of F. Mariana they do not ſo much 
as mention : By which the corrupt tranſlation of this 
Pamphleter is conuinced of malice, whoin the De- 
cree of the Parliament expreſſeth twice theſe words, 
( the ſaid booke , or bookes ) as if the Parifian Deuines 
had expreſly condemned F. Mariana his booke ; con- 
trary to the French originall, which he himſelf ſerterh 
downe, which 1s thus: Ordouxe, que le liere de Mariana 
fera bruſle : and afterward in their prohibition their 
wordes are: Aucuns liures , ou Traicte contreuenant au 
did? Decret , && Arreit d'icelk : where, our good fel- 
low hath , 1z decreeth moreouer that Mariana's ſaid book 
ſhalbe burnt &+c. and doth inhibite &c. tuWrire or cauſe 
ro be printed the ſaid bookes or Tratts , being repuenant 
zo the decree aforeſaid , and to the ſentence of this Court : 
as if it had byneuident , that the Deuines had expreſ(- 
ly condemned the booke of F. Mariaxa , as the Par- 
Lament did. Of whole fac it belongeth not to me to 
diſpute , but there want not many , who rather attri- 
bure 1t co the particuler auerſion of ſome few : then 
to any neceflity which required it at that time . For 
it 15 moſt certaine that I. W . ( who will needes con- 
clude this whole fable , which 1. B . did begin) relleth 
vs a falſe tale, when he wniteth: that Kawcillart the vile 
laine, , who gaue that accurled ſtroke , which hath 
made all France to bleed &c. falling ypon that booke 
of Mariana , found his conſcience ( as he fayd ) 
clcarcd of all ſcruple1n thar point , and himfelfe fully 
reſo! 
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reſolued to vndertakeit. For it 1s moſt certayne that 
this Parricide euer profeſſed the contrary ; which ap- 
peareth ſufhciently by the teſtimony of F. Cotton, 1n 
the booke before alleaged, which was printed by pr!- 
ledge from the King and his counfaile, and publiſhed 
in Pars , where thoſe of the Parliament remained , & 
had examined Rawerllart . And therfore it thalbe ſufh- 
cient to oppoſe this Fathers teſtimony thus authenti= 
cally approued , againſt the flaunder of I.W. And I 


will recite his words ſomthing more at length, becauſe. 


they may ſerue for a full confutation of this whole 
Pamphlet . Thus then he writeth1in French:

The body ( faith he ) of our Soctery cannot be 
infected: by the opinion of one alone, the which it 
bath ſo authentically reiected , any more then thoſe 
of the pretended reformed rel1g10n do fird them- 
ſelues any way intereſſed , by the erroneous doctrine 
of ſome of theirs , which they reie , diſclayme, and 
condemne , defiring to we with vs vnder the lawes 
of the Kingdome, and with the obedience and vo- 
luntary ſubmiffion, which we render to the ſcepter of 
our Kings : and I perſwade my lelfe , that 1 they had 
this pen, which I haue, in their hand , they would ſay 
withvs, and would thunder out an anathema with a 
comon voice againſt ſuch infamous authors : which 
being ſagely and maturely conſidered , as well.by the 
Court of Parliament, as by the Sacred Colledge of 
Sorbon , they haue made no mention 1n their ſentence 
and decrees of the dorine of Ieſuites ; knowing very 
well, as equall Tudges and DoRors , that faBes are 
perſonall , and that there ſhould be no innocencie in 
the world , if the fav]t of 'one ſhould be imputed to 
another, and that this hath byn a lamentable and in- 
communicable propriety of the {inne , which the firſt 
man commuted , to haue byn extended ypon others , 

becauſe 
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becauſe his poſterity was repreſented in his perſon : 
knowing alſo on the other {yde, by the reiterated de- 
polition of this ynfortunat wretch, that Mariana had 
not furthered any thing this execrable Parricide: ney- 
ther could he, conſidering that this wicked fellow 
had not ſufhcient knowledge of the language , wher- 
in his booke was written . In which 1s diſcouered 


the yncharitable intention of thoſe , who report, 


that he knew 1t all by hart, tothe end that they may 


caſt the publike hatred of chis miſchiefe vpon others , 
beſides him that was guilty .Thus farre F. Cotton. 
By which itplainly appeareth how falfly this hor- 
rible murther , 1s attributed to Mariana his books, 
and likewiſe , how farre off the leſuites be from tea- 
chingthe doctrine candened by the Councell of Cox- 
ftance , and the Colledge of Sorbox: and if they haue 
not ſo publikely condemned it , by any reſolution of 
their Schooles , the reaſon therof 1s plaine , becauſe 
they were neuer required therunto, as the Collcedge 
of Sorbox hath byn ; but that they commonly not on- 
ly deny 1t, but alſo confute and cenſure it, as occaſion 
15 offered, appeareth moſt manifeſtly by that which 
hath byn ſaid . Wherfore though it were true ( as it is 
not) that the Ieſuites had almoſt ingroſſed to them- 
ſelues the office of being ghoſtly Fathers : yet wers 
there nodaunger, that any Catholike ſhould learne 
thidvarine of the, that it 15 a merit , able toredeeme 
a world of former {innes, to kill a King, as this mali- 
cious man , 15 not aſhamed moſt {laundcrouſly with- 
out a]l ground to report. 
By which any man may eaſily conieture what 
credit, that queſtion deſerueth , which he faith the 
O 2 chiefs 
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chiefe Preſident of Pars did Izt fail, concerning the 
Kings tootn; forirdoth argue too great a tooth 1n fo 

rincipall a man againſt innocent and religious peo- 
ple, ſo highly favoured , and dearly beloued by his 
King and Maiſter. And that Paſquill which he rchear« 
ſeth could not proceed but fro ſome enuzous heretike, 
who ſeeing fo deare a pledge, and rich a trealure, as 
the Kings hart was, beſtowed vpon the Teſuits, could 
not abſtaine from this batter (coffe ; which falleth no 
leſle vpon the King himſelfe , then ypon thoſe relt- 
gious men ;z who were as free from hauing any part in. 
this lamentabie accident, as his moſt Chriſtian Ma- 
ieſty was farre of, fro hauing a Dears heart, which ſg- 
mfieth cowardly fearfullne(ſe, he being alway a moſt 


couragtous and magnanimous Prince , and-in this, 


reſpe& not vnfitly comparable toa Lion ; deſzruing: 
very well that ſyrname of Cor-Leonrs , which was gl- 
uen to our Richard the firſt . Thus much briefly I 


hane thought good to ſay, for the confutation of this. 


fooliſh , malicious , and lying Pamphler , which be- 
ſides the decrees and ſentence of the Sorboxiſts , and 
Parliament, containing not fully ten leaues iz quarto, 
yet is ſo admirable a piece of worke, that it could not 
be accompliſhed by one author ; but muſt needes 
. be deuided betwixt 7. B. and IT. JW. who ſeeme to 


have contended , who ſhould exceed in falſhood and 
olly .

his Maieſties commandments . For although I haue: 


ſhewcd , that neyther 19 reſpec of their Religion, nor 
of their doarine & practice concerning Princes, they 
deſeruc any hard meaſure ; yet this hath byn thus ex- 
plicated by me , only to declare their innocency , and 
to informeall ſuch as are ignorant therof ; and with- 
all ro encourage them to beare patiently all crofſes and 
calumniations, which are laid vpon them , by thoſe 


which are otherwiſe perſ{waded,or informed of them: 


my by this means,that both God & men will haue 
copaſlion and conuferation of the calamities and affi- 
&ons, which are ſo wrongfully procured againſt the, 
Wherfore now it nn , that I briefly let downe, 
how farre they may in conſcience yield to his Maie- 
ſties will ; which in all things, not forbidden by God 
or the Church, they will I doubt not, moſt willingly, 
and moſt exactly performe . And perhaps this 15 not 
the leaſt argument and fhigne of their prompt and per- 
fe ſubieton and obedience: that no other mctine is 
able to with-hold or ſtay them , from preſently doing 
whatſocuer 15 commanded , then the feare of God and 
and remorſe of conſcience . In ſo much, as whaiſfoe- 
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cuer they can find to belawfull , is by them forthwith 
imbraced : and when any thing is doubtfull, they o- 
mut no diligence, to ſearch our all deuiſes , by which 
in any manner it may be made probable . 
And therfore though it be a great reſtraint & pu- 
niſhment to be confined, and remayne virhin fiue 
miles 0 their dwelling places Without repayrins to the Cit - 
ty of London , or within ten miles thera ; or to his Maie- 
ſties Court , or to the Court of the Dueene , and Prince: 
yetno man complayneth herof, or once calleth the 
performance in queſtion ; becauſe they eahily fee, that 
albthis may be done, without any offence of God; and 
conſequently that they may without daunger of their 
ſoules vndergoe this grieuous baniſhment; which de- 
priueth them of the chieteſt comforts, that the Coun- 
trey affoardeth ; and expoſerth them to the oppobrious 
derti{ion of their malicious enemyes . 
The like prompritude alſo they retayne, to haue 
all their armour ,gun-povder & munition of any kind take 
from them : becauſe, though they know 1n their owne 
hearrs & conſciences, that none ſhould: be more for- 
ward then they , in his Maieſties ſermce and defence 
ypon any occaſion, yet they acknowledg withall, that 
this 15 an honour , which his Maieſtie may beſtow 
wherz he beſt likerh ;'and they hope in his great wiſ- 
dome, that he will ſo diſpoſe of all, as ſhall ſtand with 
the ſafery of his Realme and royall perſon;hauing ſuf- 
h.:1ent care, that theſe prouiſhions come not into ſuch 
hands, as might moſt eafily be lifred 'p againſt him, 


as well as againſt poore Catholikes; whome perhaps 


they ſee to be none of the leaſt hinderances and obſta« 
cles fortheir yiolentdefignes , Finally , though ſome 


ſuch 
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ſuch feares may come vnto their minds, yet they wil- 
lingly leaue all to the pronidence and dif poſition of 
God and his Maieſty,{ince chat here is no preciſe obli- 
gation tothe contrary. 

And would to God, that our enemies would be 
content with theſe kind of afflitions ; and permit vs 
to enioy the liberty of our conſciences , without exa- 
Ring any thing , to which we may not yield with any 
loſſe, then that of our ſelues and ſoules . But this 1s our 
miſery , that we are put to this hard choice, and miſe- 
rableele&16 of eyther oftending God , or our Prince: 
the Paſtours are inforced to forſake their flocke: & the 
people are conſtrayned to renounce the authority of 
their chiefe Biſhop. Theſe are the ſtraites, which we 
are brought vnto: this 15 the calamity which we com- 
playne of . But our comfort 1s, that our cauſe is good, 
and in theſe our preſſures we chooſe the better part : 
for we preferre our ſoule before our body , and our e- 
ternal ſaluatio, before our temporall ſafety. Of which 
leaſt any ſhould remayne with doubt, I thinke it not 
a miſle briefly toexplicate the grounds and reaſons of 
our procedings in both theſe | 190 R 

And firſt cocerning the ſtay or returne of Prieſts, 
I ſhall not need to adde any thing to S . _Hngnſtines 
diſcourſe of this matter, but rather abbremare 1t much, 
leaſt otherwiſe 1t might ſeeme tedious.

With his bloud,ſhould be left deſtitute of neceſſary admint- 
tration , without Which they cannot line? And then he 
ſheweth that when our Sawiour fled into /£gie , he 
had not as yet any Churches gathered togeather : and 
likewiſe that S. Pax left others , who might ſupply 
his abſence , when he himſelte eſcaped out of a win- 
dow , becauſe he was peculiarly ſought for . Out of 
which he inferreth, that when any 1s ſpecially inqui- 
red after by the Perſecutors , he ſhould fly from Cuty 
to Citty , ſo that the Church be not forſake by others, 
who are not ſo looked after: though thoſe that re- 
mayne , ryhen they might flye , toreheue the necefli- 
ty of others , hane chiefly that charity which 1s com= 
mended by S. Tohn , ſaying : As Chriitlayed dovne his 
Lyfe for vs , ſo muifve lay dine our lines for our brethre: 
for thoſe which fly , or are hindred by their owne ne- 
ceflities from flying, if they be taken & ſuffer, doubt- 
leſle ( fayth S. Auguſtine ) they ſuffer for themlelues, 
not for their brethren : but they who ſuffer , becauſe 
they would not forſake their brethren, who ſtood 
in nced of them, for their Chriſtian ſaluation , do 
without doubt lay downe their lies for their bre- 
thren. 

And in this S. Auguſtine 1s ſo reſoJute , that he 


 preferreth thoſe Prieſtes who endure the brunt of ho- 


ſtile incurhons to help others , before ſuch as hauing 
fled for their owne by are taken,& ſuffer martyr- 
dome . Yea though there were danger , that the Ca- 
tholike men ſhould be\layne,the women rauiſhed, the 
Churches brunt, and the Prieſts tormented : yet ſaith 
this great Saint, we muſt not for theſe vncertainties, 
fall 1nto a certayne negle& of our duties , without 
winch 
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which the people ſhould receyue certayne harme, not ,, | 
in the thinges of this life, but of the other which 1s ,, 
incomparably to be more dil1zently & carefully pro- ,, 
uided for. So thatif any Paſtours haue forſaken their ,, 
flockes , they were not taughtto do fo by- any dinine ,, 


authority , bur were eyther deceyued with hamane ,, 
errour , or ouercome with feare.. For why do they ,, 
thinke , that they ought indifferently to obey that ,, 
precept , where 6 read , that We muft fly from City ,, 
#0 Citty : and are not terrified at the Mzrcenary, who ,, 
ſeeth the wolfe comming and flyeth , becauſe he hath ,, 
no care of his ſheepe? Wherfore theſe two places of ,, 
Scripture, are ( 1n his opinion Jthus to be reconciled: ,, 
that chen the Prieſts and Paſtours are to fly, in tune ,, 
of perſecution , when 1n the po where they re- ,, 
mayne ,there 15 eyther no people of Chriſt to be hol- ,, 
pert, or they may be holpen by others , who haue not ,, 
the ſame cauſe to fly, as it happened when S. Paul ,, 
fled , and likewiſe when S. Athanaſius abſented him- ,, 
ſelfe.. But when the people remayne , & the Paſtours ,, 
Ry , and-withdraw their miniſtery, what ſhall this be ,, 
but the damnable flight of Mercenaries , who hane ,, 
no care of their _ ? For ({aith he) the wolfe will ,, 
come , nota man, butthe Dwell , who hath often ,, 
perſwaded the faithfall tobe Apoſtata's , when they ,, 
wanted the dayly mimſtery of our Lords body , and ,, 
the weake brother ſhall periſh not in thy knowledge 
but 1gnorance, for whom Chriſt dyed .

In which conſideration we alſo hope , that neyther 
they'({ tf there beany) which ſhall returne into Ex- 
gland againe after this laſt baniſhment , nor thoſe that 
thall ſend them , ſhalbe any way thought to haue 1n- 
curred any contemptatall, and much lefſe that high 
:. and treblecontenipt;, which 1s mentioned in the Pro- 
clamation ; againſt his Maieſties gratious Favour and 
Clemency 1 f1nce no part of their errand ( as hrs Ma- 
tefty hath byn wrongfully informed) 1s for the diuer- 
ting-of-his Maieſties-good ſnbieRts hartes from their 
due obedrence both to God and his Maieſty , but al- 
togeather the contrary .

As for the danger of the lawes , which were eſta- 
bliſhed before his Maieſties coming to the Crowne , I 
could neuer yet {ee, but that generally our Prieſts have. 
bin very willing to1ncurreit, though it be nener ſo 
c6trary to the naturall inclinations of fleſh and bloud: 
and Ican alſo witneſle this of my owne knowledge, 
that when his Maieſty was firſt proclaymed , though 
there were a generall applauſe among Prieſts , as well 
as other Catholikes , 1n reſpeR of the common good , 
which they did then certainly expe&t , through ſome 
moderation to be graunted by his Maieſty : yet there 
wanted not thoſe , that lamented their owne Particu- 
ler miſhap , as they accompred it ; in that they had not 
byn apprehended in 9. EJizaberths dayes, when there 
was ſome hope of obtayning the crowne of martyr- 
dome, by ſuffering for their conſcience and fayth ; 
which now in their op1mon ſcemed to be altogeather 
taken away . 

This then ſeemeth ſufficiee, concerning this point 
of Prieſts returning into Exg/and;for it were needleſſe 
to confirme S. _Aveeſtines dorine, which he hath 
ſo euidently and firmly proued with the authority of 
other Fathers ; vnleſle perhaps ſome might: image, 
that either S. Cyprian, or S. © dthanaſins , whoabſen- 
ted themſelues tor a time, were of a contrary 1udgmet:

Thus then we ſee that the cauſe of S. Cyprians ab- 

ſence , was to auoyd further perſecution , and for the 

vtility of his Church : and that there wanted not o+ 

thers who might help his flocke with leſſe inconue- 

niency : as $. Auguſtine oblerued of S. LAthanaſins, S- Athan, 

the cauſe of whole tight , was no lefſe vrgent , then - ©595 why 

that of S. Cypriaz . For thus he deſcribeth it himſelfe is fre. y 

in the end of his Apology which he made for it: It ,, 

was night , and many of the people watched in prayer ,, 

againſt the next comunion, when Syriazw the Cap- ,, 

tayne of the army came with more then 5 . thouſand 

ſome of which had weapons , others drawne ſwords, ,, 

other bowes , dartes , clubbes, and compaſſed about ,, 

the Church with ſouldiars which did in a maner hold ,, 


w one 
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,, one another by the hand . And 1, thinking it an ab- 
,, {urd thing to forſake the people 1n fo great tribulatis , 
,, and that 1t was better to vndergo dangers inſteed of

,, mayned, cryed out, and deſired me to withdraw my 
,, ſelfe . ContrariwileI vtterly denyed to depart , vn- 
,, leſſe euery one of them were firſt gone . Wherfore 
, leauing my Chayre , I earneſtly requeſted them to 
,, make haſt to depart : for it were better , if I came 
,, into danger, then that any of them ſhould receaue 
,, harme . Wherfore the greater part being gone , and 
,, fhereſt following them, my Monkes an {ome of the 
,, Cleargy, as they departed, drew me away with them, 
,, Ando Icall the Truth to witneſle , we pom with- 
,, Outharme by the ſouldiars, ſome of which compaſſed 
,, the chauncell, and others wandred vp and downe 
,, the Church, our Lord being our guid and protetor , 
,, and we ar gw not perceauing any thing : glo- 
,, Tifying God greatly , that we had neyther betrayed 
,, the people , & that they _ firſt diſmiſſed without 
,, barme, we had auoyded the handes of thoſe, which 
,, fought for vs . Wherfore ſince Gods prouidence had 
,, ſo'wonderfully delivered vs out of this danger , who 
, canrightly thinke me blame- worthy , that I did not 
of my owne accord caſt my lelfe agayne into the hads 
of thole , which ſought me , or by returning put m 
| ſelte 
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ſelfe in their ſight ? For this wereplainly to haue byn ,, ; 
vnthankfull to God , and todoagainſt his command- ,, 

ment, and the actions of Saints . 'Thus farre S, Atha- ,, 
naſius in that place, 

Where we ſee no leſſe conſtancy inremayning , 
when it was neceſlary for his flocke: then diſcretion 
in retyring imſelfe , when 1t ſeemed ſo to be the will 
of God , and more profitable to his people. For, which 
cauſe he is as vehement as any , againſt ſuch as forſake 
their flocke , fo long as it is poſſible toremayne with 
them , & their preſence may do them more good then 
harme: affirming that it 1s manifeſt in the Scripture , 
how great a finne it is fora Biſhop to forſake his 
Church, and to negle& the flocke of God . For the 
abſence of Paſtours , giueth occaſion to wolues to 1n- 
uade their flocke : which the Arrians and other here- tle Þ 
tikes did pretend by his abſence . Wherfore if he had yer{.fruem, 
fled, ( rat then by compulſion ) he could not | 
haue byn excuſed , eyther before God , or men . By 
which it alſo appeareth , that the cauſe of his notre- 
turning to his Biſhopricke and flocke was no other , 
then that which 8. Cypriazalledgeth, and S. CAugu- 

#ine moragheynly expreſſeth . This I hope wall ſatisfy 
for theſtay , or returne of Prieſts into our Countrey 2 
fince that it is manifeſt , that they haue a moſt ſtrict 
obligation, not to forſake their flocke for any cauſe or 
danger whatſocuer: and this cannot by them be more 
prudently or mildly performed , then by following 
the direction and appointment of their ſpirituall Supe- 
riours, to whom it belongeth to conſider whoſe pre- 
ſence may be moſt profitable, & leaſt oftenſiue , and 
whole abſence is moſt neceſſary and wilbe beſt take: 
2 which

© whichas they haue hitherto moſt carefully reſpeted 
as might eaſily be ſhewed by ſome particulers:fo there 
is nocauſe of doubt, but that they will continue and 

hold on the ſame courſe ſtill . 

Now then as concerning the vnlawfullneſſe of the 
Oath(which 15 exacted of Catholtkes,as though it c6- 
teined only their Allegiance and fidelity due vnto his 
Maieſty)fince his Maieſty hath by his own pen taken 
in hand the maintenice therof ; I thinke it not fitting 
for me, or any other Engliſhmi to 1impugne the ſame, 
except we be driuen and inforced thereunto by ſuch 
neceflity , as cannot be auoded without maniteſt of- 
fence of God , or impeachment of his honour. And 4} 
therfore I will altogeather refraine my poore pen from 
this diſcourſe ;- eſpecially bnce this matter hath byn 
handled by men of ſuch authority. For as all Catho+ 
likes know , the Pope himſelfe hath twice declared 
this doubt, if their could be any amongſt Catholikesz 1 
and that moſt learned Cardinal! , and one of the chie= 
feſt lights of Gods Church in this our age , hath oft- 
ner then once diſcuſſed this difficulty ; ro omit what 
diuers other learned men of diuers natis haue perfor- 
med in tke ſame kind . One likewiſe of our owne Na- 
tion, as we all know, publiſhed a Treatiſe of the ſame | 
ſubiet, before he was informed , that his Maieſty 
himfelfe was the Authour of the Apalogy , which he 
1impugned . And I can witneſle the ſame certainly of 
another , who wrote at the ſame time , both againſt 
the Apology , as not knowing who had ſet it Reth ; 
and withall , yea chiefely againſt ſuch Obieions as | 
were inſerted in cM. Blackyells large examination.But 

this later Treatiſe being not finuſhed before the other | 
Came ; 
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came forth , was afterward ſuppreſſed by common 
conſent ; chiefly not to giue his Maieſty any further 
diſlaſt in this behalfe , and partly alſoin hope, that 
AM. Blackwelland others might baue byn reclaymed 
by ſome other meanes,& thoſe other bookes ; though 
they handled not the matter ſo particularly , as this 
did: becauſe CM. Blackwvel/gaue ſome further occaſion 
to enter into the diſcuflions of Catholike authori- 
rityes and arguments , then his Maieſty had done. 
And though ſince weſce not altogeather thoſe 
ood eftes , which wereexpected , 30 conſequent- 
h the neceflity of ſome ſuch Treatiſe may ſeeme to be 
increaſed : yet Ifee not any forwardneſſe either in the 
Authour of that Booke , or any other Catholikelear- 
ned man of our Nation,to ſet forth or write any thing 
of that matter z for ſtill the due reverence and reſpect 
to his Maieſtie withholdeth them; and ſomething alſo 
the great compaſſion and commiſeration they haue of 
poore M. Blackwell; whomethey feare would be but 
exaſperated with any ſuch diſcourſe . Wherfore imi- 
rating their example, I will alſo reſolue to paſſe this 
matter ouer in ſilence : only for the diſcharge of my 
conſcience , and for the ſetling of others ; Ithinke it 
my duety to pe that 1 cannot ſee any the leaſt 
probability for any Catholike to po_ himſelfe, 
that he may lawfully take this Oath; vnleſle he thinke 
itno fſinne, to diſobey his Holineſle, in a matter of 
this importance , who hath made ſo manifeſt and 
plaine a Declaration 1n this caſe : yea vnleſſe he will 
renounce the Canon law , the praftice of the whole 
Church , and of generall Councells , and Popes, the 
declaration, if not definition , made by them , both 
Q3 - 
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in general, and particuler Councells, and by their 
owne Decretall letters ex Catheara : and finally vn- 
leſſe he will depart from , and impugne the dodtrine 
of all Catholike Vniuerſities, Schooles, and particuler 
learned men , which they ow , not only = the 
fore(aid principles , but allo vpon the expreſle word 
of God,as well inthe old as new Teſtament; and con- 
ſequently cenſure all ſuch as maintaine the contrary , 
if not of hereſy, which notwithſtanding diuers do, at 
* leaſt oferrour and great temerity. 
And were it not for the reaſons aforeſayd,it were 
a very eaſy matter , briefely to _ the very words, 
where all this , that I haue thus touched , is ſet downe: 
but I will go no further, And if this which I haue ſaid 
had not ſeemed abſolutly neceſſary, I would not haue 
on ſo far;for I doubt not,that though we Engliſhme 
Fold our peace according to duty ; yet there will not 
want ſtrangers , who will thinke theſelues free from 
all ſuch obligation; and conſequently will not let ſuch 
bookes go vnanſwered , as haue impugned this Ca- 
tholike concluſion. And if it be true, as Iam credibly, 
yeaina manner certainly informed , that Barkley his 
Liber poſthums , 15 already confuted and anſwered, 
it1s very probable that Af. Blackvell cannot eſcape 
Scot-free , fince that his Examination 1s publiſhed 
now at length 1n latin alſo . Wherfore omitting all 
this, I will only briefly explicate, for the inſtruction 
of the more ſimple and common fort of Catholikes, 
in what manner they muſt be informed of the Con- 
tents of this Oath , or any other, before they take it, 
for by this euery man may in ſome ſort dire his own 
conſcience: and if I be net much deceyued , eui- 
dently 


the late Proclamation, 
dently perceiue, that he is bound ynder mortall finne, 
to craue pardon and refuſe this , if it ſhall be offered « 
vnto him . 

Firſt then itis neceſſary , that theſe three condi- 
tions be obſerued in euery Oath: Truth, Inſtice & Ne- 
ceſity, and for the two later it ſhall not be neceſſary 
to ſay any thing : but only to inſiſt vpon the firſt , 
which 1s ſoablolutely neceſſary, that if a man ſhould 
deliberately ſweare againſt that , which he thin- 
keth to be true, in any matter whatſocuer , be it 
neuer fo little or light, he ſhould commit a mortall 
finne . Likewiſe if he be doubtfull of any thing, whe- 
ther it be true or no: and yet will aduenture to (weare 
it , as though he knew it certainly , he likewiſe fin- 
neth deadly , though the thing be neuer ſo true in it 
ſelfe : which is alſo to be vnderſtood in the former 
caſe . Thirdly , he that lightly perſwadeth himſelfe , 
that any thing is ſo, hauing yſed none, or at leaſt 
much leſſe diligence then the difficulty and obſcuri- 
ty therof requireth , and yet will aduenture to ſweare 
It, — excuſed from the ſame finne . And 
munch leſſe he , who taketh no regard, nor care , whe- 
ther that which he ſweareth be true or no, but is rea- 
dy and reſolued to take ſuch an Oath; out of feare or 
other reſpeRts, though the thing in it ſelfe be neuer 
ſo falſe. 

Theſe then are briefly the rules, by which every 
Catholike , that will not wiltully caſt away his ſoule, 
muſt examine his conſcience , before he layeth his 
hand vpon the Booke . And ſurely for my ownepart, 
I cannot yr conceyue, how any, though neuer 


ſo learned , can truly and in the fight of God mus 
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An Admonition concerning 
all doubt , in this Oath which we ſpzake of . For 
he muſt needs be in donbt , if not in worſe caſe , 
ſo long as he hath not as many , and as ſtrong rea- 
ſons on his fide, as he hath againſt im: which 
how it may be, farre —_— my vnderſtanding: 
and I haue 1wſt cauſe to feare , that it paſſeth theirs 
alſo , howſloeuer they feed themſelues with vayne 
hopes , and wialfull 1maginations to the contrary . 
And if the caſe of the greateſt Clerkes be thus mi- 
ſerable : what ſhall become of vnlearned men and 
{imple women ? Their danger is exceeding great, 
and their caſe moſt lamentable ; which I leaue them 
te weighand conſider, by looking into their owne 
conſciences , with the light ,*which the foreſayd 
rules will affoard them . Some may perhaps flat- 
ter themſelues , with hauing recourſe , and miſap- 
plying the do&rine of Equiuocation to this par- 
ticular . But this euaſion 1s altogeather excluded , 
partly by the later clauſes of the Oath it ſ:Ife , but 
chiefly by the poynts therof , which are oppoſite 
to Catholike fayth and dodrine : for in ſuch mat- 
ters as {o neerely concerne Religion , all Catholike 
Authcurs , euen thoſe which are moſt large in ad- 
mitting theſe ambiguities do wholy diſclayme from 
them, and condemne them. 

Much more might be fayd in confirmation of 
this Truth , that the Oath can in no wiſe be ad- 
mitted-: bur I will not make any necdleſſe ſtay, 
in ſo diſtaſtfull 7 difcourfe ; hoping notwithſtan- 
ding that his Maieſty will cafily perceaue, that thoſe 
which refuſe this Oath , carry a moſt dutcifull hart 
towards his obedience, {ince they go as farre , as 
: the 
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ly renounce that damnable dodrine and dete=- 
ſtable practice before mentioned, as 
I haue moſt euidently 
conuinced.,

This being preſuppoſed,our next care muſt be, to

To which intent we furtheralſo proteſt , that we 
would moſt willingly admit the Oath , Which 15 ex- 
acted of vs, and are hartily fory , that it conteineth 
any ſuch thing , as is repugnantto our Catholike faith 
and dodrine : and that it may appeare, that this is in 
truth , and before Almighty God , the only obſtacle 
and impediment, which, withholdeth vs from taking 
the ſame: we ſhall acknowledg it for a very high fa- 
uour , if his Maieſty ſhall youchſafe to let the matter 
be diſcufſed by learned men on both fides : for we no- 
thing doubt, bo that ſuch is his Maieſties great 1udg- 
ment and equity , eſpecially in matters of this impor- 
cance 
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tance , that hearing whatech part can alleadg for the- 
ſelues: he will ealdly diſcerne the truth to be on our 
part, in this cauſe and queſtion : 
Andaif further alſo his Maieſty ſhalbe pleaſed to 

examine , whether our be the ancient and Catholike
